A radio installation with two trucks was located on Hagenberg* During the morning 
of 8 January* there was air activity by MiG~15s and a transport aircraft over the 
town of Neubrandenburgo About 3 p Q m ft on 19 January* the hangars at the field were 
open and empty and no aircraft were observed at the field* The radio installation 
was no longer observed on Hagenbergo Only a few air force personnel were observed 
in Neubrandenburgo Source believed that, during the air activity on 8 January, the
